New York, June 2!.—Herbert W. 
Bowen, former minister to Venezuela, 
today made public a long statement in 
reply to President Roosevelt’s letter dis- 
missing him from the diplomatic service 
as a result of the investigation made by 
Secretary Taft in the controversy be- 
tween Mr. Bowen and Francis B. Loom- 
is, first assistant secretary of state, 
Mr. Bowen declares that the ‘“Vene- 
zuelan scandal constitutes a national] dis- 
grace.”” He asserts that “the Loomis 
scandal pervaded Caracas and constant- 
ly grew worse and worse.”” Mr. Bowen 
gays that shortly after he called the mat- 
ter to the attention of the department 
of state he received a cable offer from 
Washington of diplomatic promotion 
that would remove him from Caracas. 


“I admit,” hé declared, ‘that I re- 
garded the offer as an attempt to bribe 
me, veiled under the offer of a higher 
position and inspired by Mr. Loomis 
I make no doubt that in the course of 
the recent inquiry it hag been sufficient- 
ly plain that I did not think Mr. Loomis 
an honest man, and that I did not be- 
jileve his conduct as minister to Vene- 
zuela had been honorable.”’ 
Mr. Bowen says that the recent de- 
parmental inquiry should not prevent an 
“open, impartial, fearless and thorough 
investigation irto all the facts.’’ 
“Suppression of truth will never es- 
tablish it,” he added. ‘Tolerance of evil 
will never crush it. No office, however 
high, should shelter a wrongdoer.” 
Scandalous Rumors Current. 
When he went to Venezuela in 1903, 
as successor to Mr. Loomis, Mr. Bowen 
declares he found current rumors seri- 
ously affecting the honor and integrity 
of his predecessor, both as a man and as 
representative of the United States gov- 
ernment. 

Mr, Bowen says that feeling a sense 
of pride in representing the United 
States, those rumors were a source of 
continual mortification to him. Epito- 
mizing the rumors, Mr. Bowen says: 

“Mr, Loomis, while minister, was re- 
ported to have used his public position to 
Mil his private purse by obtainting in- 
terests in concessions and in various 
claims against the Venezuelan govern- 
ment. He was commonly thought also 
to have been in the pay of the Bermu- 
dez Asphalt Company, and to have made 
use of his own official position to give 
color to the belief that the United States 
g0vernment was especially favorable to 
the side of that company in its contro- 
yerey with the Venezuelan authorities. 
. had no aneans of refuting these scan- 
alous statements. Their substantial 
truth was assured by my diplomatic col- 
leagues as well as by the general public 
et Caracas.” —

Equitable Life Assurance Society, does 
not pay sufficiently, and profits enor- 
mously at the expense of the parent com- 
pany, paying 29 per cent dividends. The 
safe deposit lease has 96 years to run. 

Late Henry B. Hyde After Money. 

Of Henry B,. Hyde, and the organiza- 
tion of the safe deposit and other sub- 
eidiary companies, Mr. Hendrick says: 

“Under his direction and management 
the society grew in public confidence, and 
before his death it became one of the 
largest and most extensive insurance 
companies in the world. But he did not 
neglect hig own interests, or those of 
his immediate associates and depend- 
ents in the society.”’ 

The organization of the Equitable Safe 
Deposit Company by Henry B. Hyde and 
its lease of space in the Equltable build- 
ing. Boston. ts criticised and the lease 
declared to be unprofitable to the parent 
society. This lease Mr. Hendricks speaks 
of as ‘“‘jug-handled,’’ and he notes that 
the real estate pays the society only 1.58 
per cent on the building, while the 
Becurity Safe Deposit Company, which 
succeeded to the rights of the Equitable 
Safe Deposit Company, pays (8 per cent. 

Under the heading, ‘““The Missourl Safe 
Deposit Company,’’ the report says: 

“The late H. B, Hyde, who by this 
time had become a firm believer and an 
expert In the safe deposit businéss, con- 
cluded he could improve on the Boston 
lease by $4,000 a year in favor of himscif 
and his friends, and to the loss of the 
society.”’ 

The stock of the Missouri Safe Deposit 
Company, af St. Louis. consisted of 2,000 
shares, par value $100 each. Of these 
1.7456 were in the name of Louis Fitz- 
gerald, ang Mr. Hendricks says at this 
point: 

“We hate sent for Mr. Fitzgerald to 
tell us who the rea! owner of this stock 
Was, het he has not appeared. It mav 
be assimed that most of it was owned 
by Henry B. Hyde himself, for while he 

~—fa¥ored his intimate friends on the inside 
at the expense of the society, he kept tine 
lion’s share himself.” 

In 1902, when tt was desinad.to sell the 
St. Louis building, the purchaser ob- 
jected to thie lease. and the safe deposit 
Stock was bought by the Equitable Life at

Washington, June.2!.—President Roose- 
velt has taken occasion to express him- 
self in most positive terms complimenting 
the integrity and ability of Paul Morton, 
former vice president of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railroad, and now 
concluding his duties as secretary of the 
navy, that he may assume the chairman- 
ship of the board of directors of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society.

Miss Hirsch Had Some Poetry for 
President—Roosevelt Was Given 
a Warm Welcome at the 
New England Col- 
' lJeges. 


Worcester, Mass., June 2!.—Steady fall- 
ing rain drenched the decorations of the 
city and disappointed the,people of Wor- 
cester, but distracted not at all from the, 
enthusiastic ovation given President 
Theodore Roosevelt upon the occasion. of 
his visit to Clark university and Holy 
Cross college. The president responded 
to the cordiality of the people by riding 
through the streets of the city in an open 
carriage, and much of the time with 
head bared. 


Delivered Two Addresses. 

The president delivere@d addresses both 
at Holy Cross and Clark, and the former 
institution conferred upon him the hon- 
orary degree of LL.D. At Clark university 
the president took occasion tO .pay a 
tribute to Carroll D. Wright, president of 
the college, as well as the late United 
States Senator George Frisbie Hoar. At 
Holy Cross he addressed a large body of 
people on the athletic fleld, many of whom 
stood in the rain, a canvas shelter erect- 
ed there being insufficient -to cover the 
crowd. 

At the home of Congressman Rockwood 
Hoar the president had luncheon, and ae 
departed soon afterwards for Williams- 
town, where tomorrow he is to be given a 
degree by Williams college. 

A feature of the railroad trip to this 
city was the sending of telegrams by the 
president to the captains of tne Harvard 
and Yale crews at Gales Ferry, Conn., 
through which he had passed earlier in 
the day, while asleep. .

Roosevelt Lauds Morton. 

The correspondence concluded with the 
following reply from the president to 
Mr. Morton, dated June 12: 

‘“Niot a shred of testimony so far as I 
know has been presented from any 
source, whether by the interstate com- 
merce commission or by the special coun- 
sel employed by the department of jus- 
tice, which personally implicates you in 
granting these rebates. 

“lI do not think that you need pay 
any further heed to the accusations that 
have been made against you. I do not 
mé€self need any corroborative evidence 
of any statement you make; but if I 
need it, it would be furnished by the 
boldness and frankness with which over 
three years ago, and before any of the pro- 
ceedings with which we are now dealing, 
took place, you testified to the entire 
truth in connection with the taking of 
rebates from the railroads; and it is 
deeply, discreditable that this testimony 
should not only now be quoted against 
you, but with shameless perversion of 
the truth should be quoted as having 
been given by you in this case, 

‘When I took up the matter and en- 
deavored to force obedience to the law 
on the part of the railroads in the ques- 
tion of rebates, I encountered violent 
opposition from the great bulk of the 
railroad men and a refusal by 1 of 
those to whom I spoke to testify infpub- 
lic to the very state of affairs which 
they freely admitted to me in private. 
You alone stated that you would do all 
in your power to break up this system 
of giving rebates; that you strongly ob- 
jected to it, but that as long as the law 
was a dead letter, the railroads, which 
preferred to obey it, were forced to dis- 
obey it if they were to continue In busi- 
ness at all, under the competition of 
their less scrupulous neighbors. I agreed 
with you cordially that the only way in 
which it would be possible to secure en- 
forcement of the law would be by mak- 
ing it effective against all railroads 
alike, as if some were allowed to violate 
it, it mecessarily meant that the others 
in self protection would be driven to 
violate it also; and I cannot too heartily 
commend the fearless and frank way in 
which you (and you alone) came forward 
and in the interest of the government 
and thé public, gave legal evidence of 
the’ facts which every one in interest pri. 
vatly admitted to exist. but which the 
interstate commerce commission had pre- 
viously been unable legally to establish.

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Gaskill’s Spurious Paper 
Forces Suspension of 
Philadelphia Concern. 


Philadeiphia, June 2!.—The City Trust 
and Safety Deposit Company, for years 
rated among the most reliable financial 
institutions in the community, today 
closed its doors, and Albert L. Tabor, a 
state bank examiner, was appointed tem- 
porary receiver. The company .§ will 
liquidate, and J. Hampton’ Moore, its 
president, will probably be appointed 
permanent receiver. It is the belief of 
the board of directors, as well as Re- 
ceiver Tabor, that all depositors will be 
paid in full. 

The failure of the company was the 
direct result of the forgeries of the late 
Benjamin H. Gaskill, the broker, who, it 
was learned yesterday, a month after his 
death, had raised many certificates otf 
stocks from one to one hundred shares 
and borrowed money on them. In this 
connection President Moore said that the 
company had loaned Gaskill $155,000, of 
which $70,000 had been paid. This le‘t 
$85,000 due, for which it was believed 
the collateral security was $127,000, 
These securities Were found on examina- 
tion to be forged, and their actual] value 
is a little over $5,000, making the loss to 
the company nearly $85,000.

The Death of Gomez. 

The death of Maximo Gomez, the 
Bolivar of Cuba, removes from the 
world’s stage one of the very few men 
of modern times who are entitled to 
a niche in the temple of fame along 
with such patriot warriors as Kos- 
suth and Garabaldi. The old fight- 
ing revolutionary who died from blood 
poisoning in Havana the other ‘day 
contributed more to the liberation of 
Cuba than any one man, for it was his 
dogged, prolonged guerrilla resistance 
to Spanish arms that made possible 
the American intervention which al- 
most immediately resulted in the ex- 
pulsion of the Spaniards from the 
Queen of the Antilles. 

There are those who insinuate that 
the military and patriotic career of 
Gomez will not bear close moral anal- 
ysis. Born in Santo Domingo, he is 
known. to have joined the Spanish 
army to fight against the independ- 
ence of his native isle and to have re- 
ceived half-pay as a Spanish officer 
from the Madrid government for a 
long time after Spain’s failure fo 
make conquest of Santo Domingo. 
However this may be, the best years 
of Maximo Gomez's life were devoted 
to the liberation of his adopted island 
of Cuba, and his long experience as a 
fighter in the brush is glorified with 
the virtues of true patriotism. Gomez 
was the life of the seven years’ war 
of thirty-odd years: ago, principally 
remembered in the United States by 
the, Virginius incident at Santiago. 
He made a desperate resistance then 
with his handful of “insurrectos,” flee- 
ing to Santo Domingo when the insur- 
rection was finally crushed by Spain. 
He was among the first to raise the 
standard of revolt in 1895 and, be- 
cause of his former services-to the 
unborn republic, was made command- 
er-in-chief of the new army of liber- 
ation. Newspaper readers still recall 
many of the thrilling incidents of the 
recent insurrection in which Gomez 
figured, and his generalship was such 
as to call forth the admiration of 
the American friends Of the truggling 
Cubans. He was not only a desperate 
fighter, but a past master of guer- 
rilla warfare, versed in that kind of 
military strategy. 

Gomez suffered some decline in the 
affections of his adopted countrymen 
after the war, and in 1899 he was 
deposed from the army by the Cuban 
assembly “for traitorously receiving! 
for his army the $3,000,000 voted by 
the United States government.” How- 
ever, the bitterness against Ameri- 
cans subsided in the island after the

Lone Star state which, it is claimed, 
in every respect duplicates the famed 
Vuelta Abajo district in Cuba, noted’ 
for its yield of tobacco that is worked 
into the high-grade cigars that have 
made the words “Cuba” and “Havana” 
known around the world. The secre- 
tary of agriculture has this to say 
about the experiments of his experts 
in this direction: 

We have been giving our attention to 
the production of high-class tobacco for 
some time, our purpose being to raise the | 
quality of the product all over the coun- 
try. It was for this I went south. I 
visited ajl the tobacco counties around 
Nashville, and then went to Mississippi. 
I learned that the soil is such that the 
quality can be improved, and the depart- 
ment has the matter in hand. So far we 
have found the best of the tobacco lan4d 
in east Texas. The sojl we have analyzed 
is identical with that of Cuba, and the 
other eountries which grow the very, best 
qualities of the aromatic cigar tobacco. 

The fine tobacco vein comprises 
about eighty square miles in the vicin- 
ity of Nacogdoches. At present this 
big district has been barely invaded 
by planters who, until the government 
actually demonstrated the possibilities 
of the industry, did not care to risk 
time and money on what they regard- 
ed as an experiment. Speaking of the 
status of the industry and its needs, 
a contemporary says: 


There are t0day in east Texas, making 
a very conservative estimate, planted in 
tobacco for the market 27 acres under 
shade and 18! in the open; all set and 
in good condition. Shade grown tobacco 
yields from 1,000 to 1,200 pounds per 
acre; the best wrappers are grown under 
the shade or tent of cheesecloth, the 
shade influencing the temperature and in- 
creasing the humidity. The open grdwn 
Cuban tobacco yields from 700 to 1,000 
pounds per acre. The prospects for a 
larger acreage in 1906 are exceedingly 
bright. The government experts are 
showing the farmers how to cultivate the 
crop. What the country needs is immfi- 
gration of practical leaf tobacco raisers. 


Thus is shown a concrete illustra- 
tion of the immigration needs of the 
south. The products of this fertile to- 
baceo belt command an easy market 
and a lucrative price. There is room 
in Texas now for a small army of 
tobacco raisers; raisers either of prac- 
tical experience or those so situated 
that they can afford to acquire the 
technical knowledge essential to the 
pursuit of this industry.‘ Its feasibil- 
ity and its profit have already been 
conclusively demonstrated; all that is 
necessary is the ordinary amount of 
patience and energy that would be in- 
vested in any other comparatively new 
field. 

It is also worthy of note that to- 
bacco growing in Texas is possible 
under less arduous and more econom- 
ical conditions than in Cuba. It is 
said that the Cuban planters invaria- 
bly cling to antiquated methods and 
that their failure to avail themselves 
of the aid of modern agricultural sci- 
ence, such as is in force in Texas, as 
well as the proverbially sluggish 
Cuban temperament, are responsible 
for minimizing the aggregate crops 
from the Vuelta Abajo district. 

In the course of time Texas will, 
inevitably, win a large share of this 
extremely profitable business. Taken 
in connection with the fact that the 
tobacco output of Georgia ig yet in its 
infancy, and that the fields of North 
Carolina and Virginia have by no 
means reached their maximum oro- 
ductivity, it requires little imagina- 
tion to see that the south owns a tre- 
mendous asset in this particular re- 
spect.

HE meeting’ of the board of police) 

‘commissioners held Tuesday night 
, for the purpose of changing some 
of the rules governing the force has been 
greatly discussed on the streets and many 
s, | Questions are being asked about what oc- 
curred when Chairman Nunnally threat- 
ened to resign if his prerogatives were 
interfered with. 

The meeting was one of the m@&t excit- 
ing and sensational that has taken place 
at the barracks in many years. There 
Were not only a red-hot debate about the 
powers of the chairman, but some very 
extraordinary and astounding propositions 
were j made concerning the handling of 
neWs by the reporters. Commissioner 
Johnson, for instance, suggested that the 
chief of police read and censor the news 
stories from the barracks like generals do 
over in Russia and Japan while the war is 
going on. In the very midst of the meet- 
Ing Chairman: Nunnally wae the re- 
porters excluded. 

The effort to cut off the powers of the 
chairman and which resulted in the sensa- 
tional action of the chairman, brings up 
a very interesting bit of local political 
history, It will be remembered that ex- 
councilman Key passed the ordinance 
making the chief the supreme head of the 
police department and doing away with 
the powers of the chairman of the hoard. 
Now, it is well known that Mr. Nunnaliy 
and Mr. Key are the closest of political 
friends, and it is being remarked upon 
that the first chairman that the Key ordi- 
nance has seriously affected is Mr. Nun- 
nally resigning from the board, 

The details of the Tuesday night meei- 
ing makes some very interesting read- 
ing, 

Whenever any special power was dele- 
gated to the chairman in the old rules, 
a motion was made to leave it all to the 
chief. This continued until the rule for- 
bidding everybody to see the detective rec- 
ords except by permission of the cic? 
was reached. 

. The board had adopted a rule that no 
member of that board. should give any 
crders to the policemen. The chief's 
powers were made ample and complete 
under the Key ordinance and there was 
added: ‘The chief shall be subject only 
to the boarg when in session assembled.”’ 

Then came the detective department 
rule about no person being allowed to 
see the records unless by permission of 
the chief. 
at first reported it had the chairman‘s 
name added along with city officials. 

Mr. Brandon moved that no person 
be allowed to see the detective book un- 
less by permission of the chief. 

Mayor Agreed With Him. 

Mayor Woodward thought Mr. Brandon 
was right. 

“Let's strike the rule out entirely,” 
said Mr. Johnson, who saw a storm brew- 
ing, “and leave the whole matter in the 
discretion of the chief.” 

“T do not think that I, as chafrman of 
this board, should be made to go to the 
chief if I want to see the - detective 
books,"”” remarked Chairman Nunnally. 

Another rule about detectives bcing 
ordered to leave the city was read and 
the old rule allowed.the chairman and 
the board to issue such an or@>r as well 
as the chief. 

Mr. Brandon moved that only the chief 
be allowed to give such an order. 

“T agree to that,’’ said the mayor. “I 
believe the chief should be chief in fact 
as well as in name.” 

Wanted Secret Sessions. 

At this juncture Chairman Nunnally 
ssid he believed the meeting should be 
held with closed doors. This was caused 
by the reporter of The Constitution be- 
ing present. 

Mr. Johnson wanted to know if the re- 
porter wouldn't “hold the story down.” 

Mr. Oldknow said he didn’t want to see 
the details of the debate in print.

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NE of the feature’ of the opening 

session of the Georgia Federation 

of. Labor yesterday was the an- 

nual address of President Jerome Jones. 

Mr. Jones’ address was enthusiastical- 
ly received and in full follows: 


“To the Officers and Members of the 
Seventh Annual Convention ’ 
Georgia Federation of 
Delegates: In ¢ Hance with the con- 
stitution I heréwith submit for your con- 
sideration my report for the last year. 

You are again called together to devise 
ways and means for the advancement of 
the workmen of. Georgla, and in their 
advancement tite interest of all the citi- 
zens of this great commonwealth is best 
subserved. ' zx 
“It is an accepted truth that no coun- 
try is prosperous unless the artisans and 
laborers are in a measure free indus- 
trially end politically and share inthe 
prosperity they themselves create. 

“It is for you, at this convention, t6 
give serious thought to the problems 
confronting us, adopt measures ana take 
such steps as will help to solve them 
and add to the already high standing 
and recognition of the labor movement 
and make us all worthy of the title of 
citizen of the state of Georgia; nor in 
our haste, or enthusiasm, should we at- 
tempt such legislation that is not within 
the bounds of reason, justice and equity, 
lest we bring upon this honorable body a 
reputation for unfairness and lacking in 
wisdom and judgment. 

“The Georgia state convention has the 
confidence of the working people of 
Georgia and the respect of all good 
citizens. 

“The delegates te this convention have 
in their keeping the honor, welfare and 
respectability of the workers of the 
state, and our constituents must not be 
disappointed at the results of our de- 


liberations. 
The Situation. 


‘Tt is a matter of gratification to me 
to be able to report to you that in- 
dustrial conditions in Georgia are im- 
proving in a very marked degree. 

“Through correspondence and visiting, 
personally reports of a most flattering 
character have come to this office. In 
every city are men so thoroughly im- 
bued with the principles of organized 
labor that at - hours of the day and 
night, in an out of season, are 
working to organize and educate the 
tolling masses, and their results have not 
been in vain. 

‘‘New organizations are springing+ up 
on every hand and the older organiza- 
tions are making constant additions. 

“It is a source of congratulation to 
fsay to you that no longer is Georgia 
know nas the ‘low-wage and long-hour 
state of the south,’ Labor unions in this 
state have persistently fought for a 
higher wage and shorter hours of labor 
for all members and not without good 
results. 

‘‘At the inception of this organization 
seven years ago many unions of Georgia 
were struggling for recognition from the 
employing class; it seemed that their ef- 
forts would prove futile, but with un- 
daunted courage and a loyalty to the 
cause they loved so well and still boldly 
proclaiming for their rights in indus- 
tria] affairs, a brighter day has dawn- 
ed, bringing with it more joy and hap- 
piness and a better remuneration for 
labor performed. 

“It is my firm belief that through the* 
efforts of organized jJabor the wage rate 
in the cities of Georgia has ingreased 
35 per cent. 

“It is, further, a matter of pride to 
us that much of this has come about 
without resorting to strikes. 

‘Thanks to the wisdom and conserva- 
tism of many of our officers we are 
and have been enjoying a season of 
peace—I say peace—peace, compared to 
the industrial upheavels in other por- 
ti@ns of the country. 

“In this@connection I would most re- 
spectfully recommend to the labor or- 
ganizations of this state that they cul- 
tivate so far as possible, conforming 
always with dignity and self-respect, a 
genuine friendly feeling with the 
employing class. This. is done 
our state at present and I would 
have it further emphasized. The 
social affiliation in the south between 
the employee and the employer has in 
many instances brought us advantages 
that otherwise would have cafised strife 
and ill feeling to obtain. 

“The past few years have witnessed 
the rapid organization and stupendous 
growth of capital. 

“Hence the necessity of labor organiza- 
tion, which simply means a combina- 
tion of forces of labor to meet and deal 
with and oktain justice from combina- 
tions of capital. 

“We kn@w from experience and ob- 
servation that one reduction of wages 
follows fast upon another and reduc- 
tions do not cease where men are dis- 
organized until they have been reduced 
to the zero of penury and want. 

“It is to the financial! interest of the 
public to lend their moral support to 
the upbuilding of all classes of society, 
and everybody is concerned in seeing 
that reasonable work done is rewarded. 
by adequate wages paid. 

“We want tg gee all our people home 
owners and taxpayers, with local ties of 
patriotism and the spirit of permanent 
citizenship. Such people have always de- 
fended their country upon industrial 
fields in times of peace and upon battle 
fields in time of war. 

“It gives me pleasure to say to you 
that the finances of the state body is in 
a most excellent condition. It will not 
be necessary for me to touch upon that 
matter, as our worthy secretary-tfeas- 
urer will submit for your consideration 
the fimancial condition of the state fed- 
eration in detail. 

“Tl take this opportunity to impress 
upon this convention the importance and 
value of the service of the delegates of 
the American Federation of Labor. In 
many ways it is vastly beneficial to this 
organization for us to keep up this ac- 
tive affiliation with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and if this is to be done 
this convention will have to provide for 
the expenses of such delegate. 

“The money thus expended will be re- 
paid one hundred fold by the aid and 
influence we will recelve from the bdig- 
gest and grandest labor body in the 
world. I would recommend that the 
practice be continued. 


Affiliation with Farmers. 


“Tt would recommend that an effort be 
made at this convention to bring about 
an affiliation between the Stag Federa- 
tion of Labor and the i element 
of the state. Texas and a few other 
states have secured representation for 
the farmers’ unions to the state con- 
ventions and such affiliations have been 
fraught with great good to both farmers 
and city mechanics. 

“There is a natural connection be- 
tween the two elements, and their in- 
terest being so inseparable, that for the 
best of economic reasons they should be 
affiliated with a body of this charac- 
ter, a convention that has for its aim 
only the best interests of those who toil. 

“A law was passed at the last session 
of the state body making # a duty of 
vice presidents to send in quarterly re- 
ports. A few of the vice presidents com- 
plied with the law indifferently, others 
ignored it entirely. The law gave the 
executive, council] power to remove from 
office such delinquents. but the coun- 
cil thought it not wise to exercise this 
right. These reports would be of im- 
mense advantage to the members, and I 
would recommend that the aw remain in 
stata quo, trusting that the next ad- 
ministration may meet with better suc- 
cess. ; 

“Labor legislation consumed but a 
small part of the time of the last ses- 
sion of the Georgia assembly. 

“The child labor bill met_with defeat 
as heretofore. The system now practiced 
in Georgia of wearing away the spirits 
and young lives of tender children is in- 
famous beyond on. 

“It is inconsiderate, immoral and mur- 
derous, and its. very inception was 
founded upon greed and the utter dis- 
regard of results. 

“But the lawmakers of Georgia, in re- 
sponse to the 
byists, have 
to perpetuate that h 
tem and to allow the future mgn 
women of Georgia to be stunted 
premature labor, both mentally

“It is scarcely thinkable that that bill 
could ave been introduced in the Geor- 
gia senate; and beyond all comprehension 
at it could actually have passed that 


y. - 

“It not only sought to violate the most 
vital and sacre§. rights. of *the w 
earners, but it went further and- at- 
tempted to sweep away that greatest of 
all constitutional guarantees, the free- 
dom of speech and the freedom of the 
press. - 

“But the unholy attempt was at least 
a deadly assault upon organized labor 
and furnishes us with another example 


of the necessity of vigilance and united 
effort. : 


History of the Bill. 


, The bill was sent to the house of rep- 
resentatives, and referred to the judici- 
ary committee. The officers of this body 
and the legislative committee of the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades and our at- 
torney, Mr. C. T. Ladson, were not idle. 
The members of the committee were 
sought out and appealed to in the name 
of the fair name of the state to see 
that justice was done her people. At 
the final meeting of the judiciary com- 
mittee, your committee, accompanied by 
Mr. Ladson, appeared before it, and pre- 
sented the objections of the committee’s 
of working people to the passage of the 
bill and at the conclusion ‘of the 
labors, the bill was killed in the commit- 
tee room. The defeat of this bill, clear- 
ly accentuates the power of the state 
body and the vital necessity of all unions 
affiliating and giving their moral aid in 
ga directions, used for the good of 
all. 

Of, courso, it is needless to gay fhat or- 
ganized labor does not favor unjust or 
criminal boycotts, but does insist upon 
the right to trade with whom it pleases, 
and fights its enemies with all legitimate 
means. 

“The attention of your officers were at- 
tracted to a violation of a state law 
against trains running on Sunday, be- 
tween certain hours. The occupation of 
the railr6ad employee-is arduous and haz- 
ardous under normal conditions, but add- 
ed Sunlay work, and that of an unnec- 
essary character makes such life al- 
most unbearable. 

“Looking to the interest of this class 
of workers, your officers proceeded to 
make cases against the railroads and 
after one or two trials an amicable 
agreement was reached. The railroad 
employees of all the yards in Atlanta, 
employed Mr. Ladson as attorney, to rep- 
resent them, telling him what terms 
would be satisfactory to them. Our at- 
torney, met in consultation with rail- 
road officials, and finally won the men 
they wanted, under a written agreement 
signed by the superintendents of the 
railroads of Atlanta, which was that the 
day men, instead of working all day 
Sunday, gotrest from 1l0to2o’¢lock and 
the night shift, from 6 to 8, with full 
day’s pay. This arrangement {ts work 
ing satisfactorily with all the yard men. 

‘IT am miore than glad that so many 
railroad lodges are affiliating with the 
State organization. They are our hroth- 
ers, and we are theirs—their interests 
nre identified with that of the trade 
unionists, and.I hope to see every rail- 
road lodge in the state, send délegates 
to our next convention, and actively af- 
filiate with us. ‘ 


Legal Advisor. 


‘I desire to call the attention of the 
body to the service performed by our at- 
torney, Mr. T. Ladson. What will 
be expressed is not said in a mer per- 
functory manner. Simply to rischarge 
duty but to impress upon the delegates 
as néarly as possible what services he 
ha rendered us. We are all acquainted 
with the work, he has performed for the 
Past i! years, sincé this body was or- 
ganized, his work in the legislative halls, 
and in the committee rooms of the as- 
sembly. The past Year has been no 
exception—on the contrary, the work has 
been more arduous by reason of the intré- 
duction of anti-labor legislation. 
work looking to defeat the anti-boycott 
bill, called forth his best energies and 
and talent, and fo him, we owe ,unmis- 
takably ,a great debt of gratitude. 

“The secretary-treasuerer has been very 
diligent and has done his duty well. He 
fs entitled to the thaypks of this body 
for his able and faithful work. 

“His books have been correctly kept 
and have been always open to inspection 
of all officers and members, 


Strikes and Lockouts. 


“T am glad to report that during the 
past year, there have been particulariv 
few strikes and lockoutsin Georgia. It 
fs to be sincerely hoped that strikes and 
Iockouts will become more. infrequent 
with the passing years. Of course, therc 
will be always more or lass strikes as 
long as unfair labor conditions exist, 
but employer and employee are gradually 
coming to know” each “aad better and, 


the labor un 


to deal with each other u a friendlier 
basis. Strikes are sometim@s necessary, 
and perfectly justifiable. Righteous war 
is preferable to unrighteous or coward- 
ly peace. But strikes should not be 
declared hastily now without all reason- 
able efforts being first made to secure 
justice from the employer. 

“And the unjust lockout of the employ- 
er is to be equally condemned. In this 
connection, I would urgently recommend 
that unions affiliated with this body, send 
to the office of the president or secretary- 
treasurer, reports of all strikes and lock- 
outs that may occur during the yeer. 
This would be of incalculable value to 
the state federation and to all affiliated 


unions, 

Labor Legislation. 

“The present session of the legislature 
will have brought before it the Child 
Labor bill to establish a bureau of Labor 
and Labor Statistics. There will proba- 
bly come up for consideration by the 
general assembly, other matters vital- 
ly affecting the working people of Geor- 
gia. We have fought long and faithful- 
ly and unselfishly for the liberation of 
the factory child slave and for the estab- 
lishment of a bureau of labor, which 
bureau is so badly needed, and would 
prove of such general benefit to the state 
at large. 

“The Georgia Federation of Labor and 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades, and 
other affiliated unions and central bodies 
will continue this struggle, unt!fl success 
shall crown our efforts. It is not an easy 
task. The opposition, particularly its 
lobby, is powerful and active, and is 
determined that Georgia shall not do 
this tardy act of justice to the factory 
child, nor recognize in the establishment 
of the bureau of labor the worth, the 
welfare and dignity of the working peo- 
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ple in our cities and towns and villages, 
The agricultural classes, have a com- 
missioner and no good reason can be 
shown why the urban working classes, 
should not have a similar officer at the 
state capital, to look out after their 
rights and interests, 


Labor Unions and Politics. 


“This has been a vexed question for 
many years. Just how far organized la- 
bor should not, as such, have anything to 
mooted question. Some good and true 
labor unionists believe that organized la- 
bor should not ,as such have anything to 
do with politics and politicians. Others, 
equally good and true, believe that or- 
ganized labor should take an active part 
in organized politics, and in all élections 
make their strength felt in no uncertain 
way. 

“In my humble offmion, wisdom sug- 
gests the middle course in this important 
matter. There are so many issues or 
governmental conditions which so vitally 
affect the massés that for the working 
people to blindly shut their eyes, and 
make no effort, by Goncert of action, to 
secure needed legislation would be the 
supremest folly. 

“The working people of all lands have 
been too much disposed to let the em- 
ployer and professional classes make 
the laws, and rule over them. This should 
not be. Working people should take a 
keen interest in all affairs of state, and 
whenever and wherever a good law will, 
and good law makers, or executive may 
be obtained or selected. they should 
struggle to secure such law, or to elect 
such: officer, of the law. 

“In government where sovereignty flows 
from a crown, resting upon the head of 
a hereditary ruler, it may be wise pol- 
icy of state to discourage the uplifting 
of the gasses of the people: but in a 
democratic goyernment like ours, where 
sovereignty flo from the will of all the 
people ,the very nature of our republicc, 
and its perpetuation in pure form, depend 
fundamentally upon the levation of all 
the people to the highest level. 


‘“‘Water will not rise above its level; 


likewise the laboring classes will never 
ascend to a higher point in the scale of 
Jife than they themselves merit, through 
their own united efforts, loyalty and 
devotion: 

‘The great father of his country éould 
never have thrown off the British yoke, 
end planted. a new republic upon the 
American. soil, had not our sturdy old 
forefathers, aided by the glorious moth- 
ers of colonial days, been filled with 
the spirit of freedom and ready to fol- 
low the lead of Washington to liberty 
or death. 

‘We ourselves are the heirs of Wash- 
ington, and the joint owners of the free- 
dom which he bequeathed to us. 

“It is for us to say how we shall use 
our legacy. 

“It is for the great body of our 
people to catch thé spirit of dur cause, 
master the tactics and philosophy of our 
movement, and march_in solid body pha- 
lanx to a certain victory. 

“The genius of our government, estab- 
lishes the ballot box as the last resort 
of free men ,and the palladium of popu- 
lar liberty. If -government is bad, it is 
because the people have failed to make 
it good. What cam be expected from rep- 
resentatives in whose elections we take 
no part ,and in whose official acts we 
manifest no interest? 

‘The corporations, capitalistic ;clazses, 
and trusts are wide awake when it 
comes to politics; they don’t fail to par- 
ticipate in elections ,and, if rumor be 
true, they do not permit law making- 
bodies, when in session, to suffer for lack 
of attention . 

Conclusion. 

“Tn conclusion, I tender my heartfelt 
thanks to the Georgia Federation of La- 
bor for the high honor conferred upon 
me in electing me president. 

“Tt is an office that any working man 
of Georgia should be feoud to fill, If 
had rather be president of the grand or- 
ganization than to hold any political 
office in the state of Georgia. 

“at the same time, I feel that I have 
already received more honor at your 
hands than I deserve. 

“And now, wishing this cotvention a 
splendid and useful session, and believ- 
ing that you will continue to hold aloft 
with wisdom and justice and moderation, 
the glorious banner of organized labor, I 
now declare’ the convention open and 
ready for business.

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Over a Hundred Delegates Were in 


The Georgia Federation of Trades met 
in the hall of the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades on Forsyth street at 9:30 
o'clock yesterday morning. The roll call 
showed more than a hundred delegates ~ 
in attendance from all parts of the 
state. 

Never before in the history of or- 
ganized labor in Atlanta has such a 
strong delegation attended a labor con- 
vention. The enthusiasm displayed at all 
the sessions yesterday was evidence of the 
fact that in Georgia at least the best 
element of labor is for strong, conserva- 
tive labor organization. ; 


Mayor James G. Woodward spoke a 
welcome to the delegates and gave some 
practical encouragement and advice that 
was heartily applauded. 

Objects to Interpreters. 

Colonel Lon F. Livingston made an ad- 
dress in which he attacked the admis- 
sion into the labor ranks of forejgners. 
In part-hé said: 

“If I were addressing a labor conven- 
tion in Pittsburg I would have to have 
six interpreters to give my message to 
my hearers. If in Chicago it would take 
at least four interpreters. But thank 
God I am in the south amongst Ameri- 
cans.”” (Much applause and cheering). 

Probably one of the most practical 
speeches of the morning session was 
that of Mr. Gam D. Jones, of Atlanta. 
He urged the labor element to get homes 
and become land owners and citizens in 
the truest sense of the word. He said 
that when this was accomplished the 
condition of labor would be much im- 
proved. He said that he was told that 
out of forty workmen getting an aver- 
age of $4 per day at his factory not 
more than six owned their homes. He 
said thirty-six instead of six should own 
their homes and could do so on that 
amount of salary. 

The city attorney James L. Mayson 
made a stirring address of welcome to 
the delegates to Atlanta. He told what 
Atlanta was and what her people would 
do for the visitors in her midst. He 
waged cooperation on the part of capl- 
tat and labor. He said he was delight- 
ed to know fhat big labor leaders and 
the leaders of capital had gotten togeth- 
er and talked over the situation. When 
this thing was possible he said the dawn 
of a brighter day was certainly ahead 
and not far off. 

After the addresses of welcome the 
president of the Georgia Federation Mr. 
Jerome Jones took charge and read his 
report. There is probably no man in 
the country who has done more for or- 
ganized labor than Jerome Jones. A 
friend of the masses he has accomplish- 
ed much for the labor element in Geor- 
gia. Conservative yet boldly aggressive 
he has proved a leader of whom no el- 
ement might feel ashamed. 

His report was received with the ut- 
most enthusiasm in that he was often 
interrupted by cheers and repeated and 
prolonged applause. 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
the discussion of and reading of reports 
from the different parts of the state, 


Unions on Up-Grade. 

Never before in the history of the Geor- 
gia Federation has there been s8uch en- 
thusing reports as to the condition of 
the work practically was reported in 
th work in every quarter of the state. 
Financially and numerically the condition 


of every union practically was reported in 
fine shape, and the influence wielded was

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Cl af Commencement a 
Athens Yesterday, 


Athens, Ga., June. 2!.—(Special.)—The 
University of Georgia commencement ex- 
ercises closed this morning with the grad- 
uating. exercises and. the pbaccalayreate 
address by Dr. Francis G. Peabody, of 
Harvard University. 

Chancellor Hill presided over the exer- 
cises of the morning, end the chapel was 
crowded with interested people from 
Athens and from all sections of the stata, 

The orations by the graduates were as 
follows: 
“Divine Discontent’—George M. Telford, 
Maysville, 

“The Psychology of Achievement’’— 
Walter O. Mashburn, Barnesville. 

“Government Control of Railroad 
Rates’’—J. E. D. Yonge, law cldss, Pen- 
sacola, Ma. ‘ 

“The South and the Panama Canal’’— 
Virlyn B. Moore, Bolton. ; 

Valedictory—H. W. Telford, Gaines- 
ville. 

The baccalaureate address was deliver- 
ed by Dr, Francis G. Peabody, of Har- 
vard University, and was one of the most 
scholarly addresses ever heard in this 
city. 

Dr. PeabOdy spoke of the close. rela- 
tionship between the University of Geor. 
gia and Harvard University, the Univer- 
sity of Georgia being the oldest of the 
state universities in this country, and 
Harvard University being the mother of 
the northern colleges. He referred to 
the similarity of purpose that brought 
about the feunding of these two institu- 
tions, that of encouraging and supporting 
the principles of religion and morality 
through the aid of higher education. Both 
institutions were foundéd with the same 
high purpose. 

Dr. Peabody said that sometimes old 
institutions, like old families, become de- 
cadent, but that such was not the sit- 
uation with these two institutions. So it 
was a pleasure for representatives of 
Harvard and the University of Georgia to 
meet and talk over the history of the 
past, even as two old ladies of aristocra- 
tic ancestry might meet and gossip over 
their common ancestry and the good old 
days their neighbors ‘never knew. 

He spoke of the endo®¥ment of a fel- 
lowship in the Harvard University for 
Georgia graduates by Mr. George. Foster 
Peabody, and took oceasion to pay the 
a tribute to that noble son of Geor- 


Dr. Peabody’s address was on the ne- 
cessity for a thorough connection between 
the scholor and the modern world, This 
is the problem of modern education, to 
make connection with modern democracy. 
A great railroad may run over the 
mountains and through the valleys and 
do agreat good to the territory it 
traverses, but at last, if it would achieve 
its full success, it must reach tidewater 
and the harbor with Ships waiting to 


transport the commerce from one country’ 


to another. So with education. It may 
travel across the high ridges of research, 
but the security and thé’ stability of the 
task is its final connection with the 
tidewater of democracy, 

Dr. Peabody, referring to the silver 
issue that engaged the attention of the 
people several years since; said that in 
that great controversy there were not 
more than a score of men competent 
to pass on ft. It was a question for 
the scholar to determine and not the 
masses of the people. The future of 
democracy is determined by the leader- 
‘Ship of education and the consecration 
of the competent. The struggle of capi- 
tal and labor was.referredo and its solu- 
tion suggested as only possible through 
the study of the scholar. 

A beautiful reference was made to the 
battle of Mukden, where General Oya- 
ma, far removed from the scene of ac- 
tive battle directed themovements of his 
great army by telephone.’ Thus 
the scholar removed from the scenes of 
excitement, in»the calm of his study, is 
destined to settle alt great public ques- 
tions. 

Dean Sylvanus Morris made the clos- 
ing remarks to the graduating class, and 
his address was one of the most beau- 
tiful of this commencement.
